DETAILED ACTION 
REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

Claims 1-2 and 21-33 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Yamazaki, Kinney et al. and Kagaya et al. fail to disclose the combination of all 
the limitations recited, including an isolation trench enclosing an area of the 
semiconductor body which con contains the semiconductor structure so that the 
semiconductor structure is electrically isolated from other semiconductor structures, 
lower portion filled with an electrically conductive material, wherein the electrically 
conductive material being in electrical contact with the semiconductor body, and a 
remaining portion of the isolation trench being filled with an electrical insulator. 

Therefore, the overall structure of the isolation trench is neither anticipated nor 
rendered obvious over the prior art of record, alone or in combination. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
